Commanding Officer of the Army to 
Review the Militia.

MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) May 18.—Lieut.- 
Gen. John M. Schofield, commander of 
the United States army; Mrs. Scho- 
field and Miss Kilbourne, her sister, 
and party arrived in this city at 7:30 
o'clock this morning. They were met 
at the depot by Maj.-Gen. Snowden, 
commanding the encampment, accom- 
panied by E. S. Kellogg, Fifth Infan- 
try; Gen. Joe Wheeler of Alabama, 
and a détachment of troops D and K, 
Third Cavalry, under Maj. Keyes and 
Co. A, United Confederate Veterans, 
under Capt. Carnes, The latter com- 
mand is composed of men who met 
Gen. Schofield on a less friendly foot- 
ing at Franklin, Tenn., in the fall of 
1804. and who took this occasion to 


show their appreciation of their 
former adversary. 

At 11 o'clock Gen. Schofield received 
the officers of the army. temporarily 
stationed here. This afterncon the 
general visited Camp Sehofield, but 
only in a private capacity. He will 
appear in state and review the troops 
on Monday.

BERLIN, Magy 18.—(By 
Cable. Associated Press Copyright, 
1805.) Thin are once more in a 
chaotic condition in Germany. The 
two chief government bills, the Anti- 
Revolutionary Bill and the Tobacco 
tax measure, have been crushingly 
defeated, and there is no talk of sub- 
stitute measures. It is an open secret 
that the views of the Chancellor, 
Prince Hohenlohe, and the Prussian 
Minister of ‘the Interior, Herrr von 
Koeller, clash on most subjects of im- 
portance, and the existing situation 
cannot endure. The latter's position 
is so shaken that his term of office 
may end at any moment. Prince Ho- 
henlohe, who has been much worried 
for months past, offered his resigna- 
tion immediately after the defeat of 
the Anti- Revolutionary Bill. but he 
was persuaded to remain in office on 
the urgent solicitations of the Emperor 
and his own family. Herr von Koe!- 
ler's handHng of the Anti-Revolution- 
ary Bill is condemned on all sides, but 
he has dispayed a total disregard of 
their dissatisfaction, and, in fact, 
strongly urged before the Council of 
State the int®od@uction of another Antl- 
volutionary Bill, directed particu- 
rly at Socialists 
Prince Hohenlohe quietly disproved 
his arguments, and showed the futility 
of cintinuing the fight in the present 
Reichstag. The Chancellor was sup- 
ported in this contention by Dr. Mi-

will adjourn at the end of the month. 
Members of the Center party today 
introduced a motion in the lower house 
of the Prussian Diet for the restora- 
tion of the. clause in relation to the 
Christian church, repealed in 1868; 
but only the Poles supported it The 
speakers of the remainder of the pur 
ties declared themselves in opposition 
to the motion, and declined to enter 
into its discussion. Thereupon the 
bill was put to a vote, and was re- 
jected. | 


Owing to the increase] price of pe- 
troleum, inventors are busy through- 
out Germany trying to discover a sub- 
stitute for petroleum, and one new 
lamp, in which raw alcohol is used to 
feed an incandescent lamp, is being 
tested, with the view of replacing the 
petroleum. Emperor William person- 
ally witnessed a series of experiments 
with this lamp at the new palace of 
Potsdam, and pronounced thé appara- 
tus to be calculated to achieve the de- 
sired result. He also expressed the 
hope that it would become the lamp 
of the poor, being both cheap and bet- 
ter than petroleum. 

Count von Kolz, on the personal or- 
der of Emperor William, has called off 
the remaining dues he intended to 
fight agnipst ‘his aNeged tradiucers.

NEW YORK, May 18.—A Special to the 
Herald from Santiago de “uba says that 
the insurrection grows with tremendous 

strides.. Gen. Martinez Campos has 
changed his mind about ending he trouble 
m three months. The chiefs are greatly 
elated over the progress cf the revolution. 
They say more has been accomplished last 
month than during the first ‘ive years of 
the last war. They declare that this will 
mot last more than two years and may be 
terminated in a much shoctor time, if 
the people of other provinces do what is 
expected of them. 

The original plan for a ‘simultaneous 
rising in all parts of the island failed and 
the plan is now to extend fhe wave of 
revolution westward, sweeping the Span- 
ards before it until ail Cuba is in arms. 
For this purpose Gomez and Marti have 
gone to Puerto Principe and already comes 
news of encounters between government 
troops and bands of Cubans fcrmed in 
anticipation of his arrival. In this prov- 
ince the rebels now have more men, more 
arms, ammunition, horses and facilities 
for obtaining subsistence than taey bad at 
any time in the ten years’ war. They ta ve 
forests in their rear, which art impenetra- 
ble to Spanish troops, «nd have mouniain 
retreats where a hundred men can hold 
their own against a thousaad. 

THE METHODS OF FIGHTING. 

NEW YORK, May 18.—A special to the 
World from Havana says that the en- 
gagement of Jovito affords a good exam- 
ple of the methods of fighting which the 
Cuban insurgents have adopted. The com- 
bined Dands of Periquito, Perez, Miro, 
Bonne, Cartagena and Carzon lay in am- 
bueh in the woods, and suddenly attacked 
Lieut.-Col. Boch, on the march with a. part 
of his regiment, the fighting Simancas,“ 
Lieut.-Col. Boch, the surgeon, and another 
officer at the head of the column fell at 
e firet fire. 

Then the Spanish soldiers, under Maj. 
Riobless orders, got in cover, and firing 
was kept up all day. The imeurgents did 
not disclose themselves, but ehot from 
shelter, whenever they could see the sug- 
gestion of a soldier. The position chosen 
by Gen. Maceo Was strong. and he was 
able to place his vastly-ewperior force in 
secure cover. If Gen. Maceo had as many 
Yollawers as were with him two days pre- 
viously he had certainly two thousand 
men. The Spanish authorities assert that 
he actually had 3000. The portion of the 
Simancas regiment with Lieut.-Col Boch, 
the same authorities say, numbered only 


400. 

After desultory firing had continued the 
entire day a detachment of volunteer cav- 
alry, formed in Guantanamo by Maj. Gar- 
ringa, made a vigorous attack on the in- 
surgents, striking them on the flank. This 
disconcerted Gen. Maceo’s men. The Cu- 
bans seem unable to meet a sudden 
Change in the situation. Maj. Garringa’s 
squad drove the ineurgents from their 
sheltered position, inflicting a consid- 
erable loss. The number of killed is un- 
certain. 

A — regiment from Porto Rico, 
which has just arrived at Santiago, was 
dispatched in haste to Guantanamo, Ma- 
ceo’s force, it is said, probably changing 
their base. The loss of Lieut.-Col. Boch 
is unfortunate for the Spaniarde..

The 
approach to the villa, which is to 
stand in woods on the top of a hill, 
lie through an avenue of cedars. The 
two masters will banquet their guests 
in a great feast-room trimmed in red 
pine. The entire villa is composed of 
curious rooms and passages, conspicu- 
ous among which is the “hunters’ den.” 
The appliances and inventions which 
make American living-rooms the most 
comfortable in the world are lavishly 
supplied.

A’ Great Deal of of Stock Bought Up 
for Unknowns.

Sudden Change in London 
Weather. 


The American Duchess“ Makes Her 
Debut in the Matter ot 
Drawing-rooms. 


Viscount Hinton Leaves Off Grinding 
an Organ to Act as a Kineto- 
scope Showman--Horsemen 
Under Criticism.

LONDON, May 18—(By Atlantic 
Cable. Associated Press Copyright, 
1895.) There was a sudden change in 
the weather on Thursday, which re- 
minded one strongly of the rapid 
jumping upward and the tumbling 
downward of the thermometer which 
New Yorkers so frequently complain 
of in their city. The mercury here, 
which had been making people feel 
happy and contented while register- 
ing 70 deg. a pleasant state of affairs 
prevailing for weeks past, suddenly 
dropped and within a few hours had 
reached 40 deg., making everybody 
hunt for cast-off winter garments. 
This sudden drop in the temperature 
was followed by furious gales, which 
have been raging along the coast, 
while hail and snow in many places 
have creatly damaged the fruit buds. 

Great Britain, however, is not alone 
in these remarkable sudden changes 
from balmy spring to shivering winter 
weather. Advices received from vari- 
ous parts of the continent of Europe 
show that a similar state of things 
prevails. In Switzerland, for instance, 
the Jura district is blocked with snow, 
and on the mountain roads near Davos 
stage codches were imbedded in the 
snow, and the people who were trav- 
eling in these vehicles had to seek 
refuge in neighboring houses. Alvng 
the south coast of France the gales 
have been especially severe, and it is 
feared that thede has been loss of 
Ute among some of the craft, whieh 
may have been caught far from land 
and unprepared for the change in the 
weather.

SEMINARY CONTROL. 


Heard of the Plan to De-

PITTSBURGH, May 18.—In the Presby- 
terian General Assembly today the debate 
on the proposed assembly control of theo- 
logical seminaries connected with the de- 
nomination was resumed. Dr. McKinney, 
whose speech last night was interrupted 
by adjournment, answering the objection 
that the plan proposed will act as a bar- 
rier to union with the Southern: Presby- 
terian .church, clamed that the church 
had taken more extreme action than that 
now under consideration. It was also 
claimed that the plan was fully in ac- 
cord with policy and the policy of the 
Presbyterian church, and those who ob- 
jected were characterized as superspir- 
itual advocates. 

Hon. E. E. White of Columbus, presi- 
dent of the board of directors of 
Lane Seminary, asked the assembly to 
come to a clear ufiderstanding of the con- 
dition of affairs. It was urged that the 
last assembly had sent down overtures 
to the seminary directors and the answers 
that came back had been regarded as 
final and conclusive, and should be treated 
with respect. On the contrary, the com- 
mitte has asked the assembly to accept 
their judgment and dictum in place of the 
mature judgment of the directors of sem- 
inaries under the advice of counsel and 
thoroughly acquainted with facts. This 
was called a large contract.“ 

After reviewing the positions of the 
seminaries and showing that the plan is 
inpracticable, Judge White urged that the 
matter be d „ He asked what the 
cause of distrust in the churoh had been, 
and a voice from the audience called out, 
“Union Seminary.“ 

Tes,“ replied the speaker, and because 
Union did it, therefore Princeton must 
give bonds, but for thie reason discredit 
should not be brought upon their seminary 
boards. Dr. White stated that there had 
been changes in the Constitution of Ohio, 
which make alteration in the seminary 
Charter impossible without affecting all 
educational institutions in the State.

Thomas MacDougall of Cincinnati was 
introduced as a member of the committee. 
Answering the question how conditions 
proposed by the committee could de 
adopted by the seminaries, he cited the 
case of the Omaha Seminary, which had 
put them into its articles of incorporation. 
He asserted that the funds of Union Semi- 
nary in New. York are held under charter 
as free from the control of the court of the 
Presbyterian church as the Standard On 
Company is. Any type of theology can 
be taught there which is not “repugnant 
to the laws of the State of New York. The 
General Assembly was not a legal en- 
tirety and can have no standing in the 
courts of the country, unless the right is 
given by the seminary through changes in 
the-tharters.

It 
does not promise to pay the kentical 
money deposited. This is clearly in viola- 
tion of sec. 87 of the County Government 
Act, and certificates of deposit cannot be 


considered as money in the hands of the

Able Speakers ‘Express Their Opin- 
whens on the New and Old 
Systems. 


They Were All Friends of Prof. 
Search’s Experiment, Though 
Some Believed in Combined 
Education and Politics. 


An interesting meeting was eld last 
evening at the Friday Morning clubrooms, 
in which the merits and demerits of the 
system of individual Instruction im our 
public schools wae freely discussed by peo- 
ple on both sides of the question. W. 
C. Patterson was appointed chairman, and 
made a few opening remarks relative to 
the great American privilege of assem- 
bling in convention to approve or condemn 
the acts of public men. 

“Since the late calamity at cur City 
Library, brought about by the influence of 
low-grade politics,” sald Mr. Patterson, 
“some fear has been felt lest the same 
methods should prevail in educational mat- 
tors.“ Mr. Patterson went on to say that 
he personally had no fear of cuch a mis- 
fortune, and had every confidence n the 
integrity of the school board, but as it 
was advisable that the subject ct individ- 
ualism should be thoroughly investigated, 
this meeting had been called for tne pur- 
pose of free discussion of the question. 

After the election of Mrs. ‘jibson as 
secretary, Mrs. Enderiein mide the first 
address on the subject under discussion. 
The Speaker alluded to the great interest 
felt by every one im chis yuestion of ibe 
change in the method of ‘nstriuction used 
in the Los Angeles public schools, and 
stated that so far anti-individua.ism cad 
had the ear of the board. There had been 
a misunderstanding between Super ntcid- 
ent Search on the one side, uni the school 
board and teachers on the other. The 
individual method was not new, but Prof. 
Search had been the one man who had 


wtilized it in all the grades. Mrs. 
Enderlein chen gave a brief ac- 
count of the many advantages to be 


obtained from the use of this system, and 
regretted that the experiment had been 
dropped after only twelve weeks of trial. 
Many regard the system as a great intel- 
lectual awakening to the true principles 

education, and are fully alive to the 
fact that it develops to the utmost the in- 
dividual resources of both teacher and 
pupil, and utterly does away with poor 
teachers. The teacher, under this system, 


Mrs. Enderlein was strongly in favor of 
a combination of the methods of individual 
and class instruction, as the class work 
could be greatly helped by suggestions 
from the individual plan, while individual- 
ism would do away with the cast-iron 
grades, and permit the 


Mrs. Enderlein conciuded by expressing 
the kindly feeling entertained by the 
friends of individualiem for the board, and 
the hope of every one that the matter 
might come to a harmonious settlement. 

Rev. Burt Estes Howard, who was to 
have been one of the speakers, sent a 
letter of excuse fore his unavoidable ab- 
sence, and in it expressed the opinion that 
education and politics should be separated, 
and that the method of Prof. Search had

Mrs. Margaret Collier Graham was then 
introduced and spoke fully and eloquently 
in favor of the individual system. Mrs. 
Graham took the ground that the system 
needed no dlefense, and chose rather to 
meet some of the objections that had been 
raised against it. To the alleged dislike 
of children and teachers to the new 
method Mrs. Graham replied that, in the 
case of the children, immature minds 
were hardly adequate to the task of judg- 
ing the matter, and, as to the teachers, 
the opinion was based upon an erroneous 
idea. The military system of class edu- 
cation is disciplinarian but not educa- 


| tional, and adherence to it is but turn- 


ing away from true education. As re- 
garded practicablity, Mrs. Graham de- 
clared that individualism is used in all 
the affairs of life. Ail work is done alone, 
therefore children should be educated to 
work alone, upon the principle of doing 
the work and doing it well, but with lib- 
erty as to the time and mamner. In the 
question of expense, the speaker admitted 
that the individual method, as demanding 
more teachers, was thé more expensive, 
but asserted emphatically that the 
tion of the children was the last place in 
which economy ought to be exercised. The 
idea that mo system is used in individual- 
ism is erroneous, for only by the greatest 
amount of system can individualism be 
successfully carried out, and the healthy 
friction of mind with mind will result in 
the — — ot the children. 

next speaker was Rev. Dr. Camp- 
bell, who eaid that he was not com- 
mitted to any system of education, and 
doutted that there was any one in the 
room competent to judge in the matter. 
He expressed confidence in both Prof. 
Search and the school board, -and took 
iesus with the idea that polities ehould 
‘be left out of the publie sysiem, always 
with the exception of party politics. Dr. 
Campbell indulged in a little mild frony 
concerning the trouble taken by the people 
in general to thoroughly inform thetn- 
selves regarding this matter, and Pleaded 
for a deeper and steadier interest in this 
vital question. He approved of combin- 
ing the two methods, as suggested by Mrs. 
Enderlein, and asserted that it seemed pre- 
mature to decide in twelve weeks’ time 
that this plan, which had been a man's 
life work to perfect, wis a fafiure. He 
also heartily agreed with Mrs. Graham 
on the subject ct the false economy which 
stints educiicional expenses and advocated a 
system which would care for all classes 
minds. 

Mr. Simonton then rose, on behalf of the 
other side, and, while declining to discuss 
the merits of the system, warmly de- 
fended the body of which he is a member 
against the suspicion of political bias. Mr. 
Simonton asserted that the board was nat 
anvagonistic to Mr. Search, but that the 
change in system had been made without 
consulting them, and that the preesure of 
public opinion had compelled them to take 
tae course they did. Tue board proposed 
a compromise, retaining individualism in 
the High School, while the primary and 
grammar grades returned to the clare 
system. but Mr. Search refused this tradt- 
method. Mr. Simonton quoted a law, 
which states that classes, grades and grad- 
vation must be used in the public schools, 
or no appropriation can be used for them, 
and concluded with a statement of the 
financial difficulties which stare the board 
in the face.

the case. The number of wells in the 
eity and the aggregate d of those wells 
has steadily increased from week to week 
until now it is estimated that there are 
over 200 wells in the city, with a total out- 
put of something like 1700 barrels a day. 

Many applications to bore new wells are 
made to the Fire Commision at every ses- 
sion. The Commissioners resolved that 
they would not grant any more permits 
outside of a certain district until the City 
Engineer had prepared a map showing the 
exact location of the wells. Since then, 
however, the court has decided that a 
portion of the ordinance under which some 
oil men are being prosecuted, is yncon- 
stitutional. The court says that, while the 
city can regulate the erection and oper- 
ation of a boiler or engine, it cannot grant 
one man permission to dig a well for oil 
on his property and refuse it to another 
man. This decision, though obviously good 
law, will be appealed by those who oppose 
the further extension of oil wells within 
the city Imits. 

The property-owners of the hill dis- 
trict—the scene of the crude-oil industry— 
wish it understood that they are not 
opposing the development in toto or with- 
out reason; they are not enemies of the 
industry per se, but only demand its con- 
trol and regulation. They feel that they 
have the right to just protection for their 
homes some security against the 
confiscation thereof through the encroach- 
ments of the well-borers upon private 
residence grounds; and therefore they in- 
sist that the manner in which the work 
is conducted shall be cha : the 
numerous open pools of oll and “sludge” 
shall be abolished; that electric power be

WORK OF VANDALS. 


A DIRTY TRICK PLAYED ON 
MERCHANT J. T. SHEWARD. 


‘ 
His Beautiful Residence Besmeared 
With Crude Petroleum by Some 
Malicious Parties Interested 
in the Oil Wells. 


The old saying that anything is fair in 
love or war has long been repudlated by 
civilized people. There are means of war- 
fare that are not tolerated, even by half- 
civilized tribes. Yet it is a lamentable 
fact that in civilized countries and en- 
lightened communities like Los Angeles 
there are vandals who will resort to any 
trick, however despicable, to get even with 
an adversary. 

Ever since the oll industry began in the 
Second-street Park district there has teen 
strife between the oil producers and eome 
of the property-holders in the vicinity. 
People who had established comfortable 
and beautiful homes in the region were 

not inclined to sacrifice them or abandon 
them without a struggle. Chief among 
the opponents of the encroachments of the 
oil men is J. T. Sheward, the dry goods 
merchant. 

Mr. Sheward has been persistent in his 
effort to protect his beautiful home, at No. 
1636 Rockwood street, but no one has 
charged that he has ever resorted to un- 
fair means to combat the oil-development 
nuisance. He has put himself cn record 
as not opposed to the oil industry, but the 
manner in which it is conducted. He will 
not object té the operations if they are car- 
ried on without creating no = or poe tag

Nexertheless some malicious person or 
persons, Friday evening, between the hours 
of 8 and 10:30, carried a wash boiler full 
of crude petroleum from a neighbouring 
oll well and besmeared the premises of 
Mr. Sheward 80 as to cause a great deal 
of damage. The front porch, steps and 
sidewalk in front of the merchant’s resi- 
dence were literally saturated with the 
oleaginous fluid. The stains cannot be 
effaced and the property will, therefore, 
be permanently disfigured. 

The boiler in which the oil was carried 
was found in a neighboring vacant lot, 
and was .- over to Chief Glass's de- 
tectives, who are working on the case, but 
so far no clew to the perpetrators of the 
outrage has been discovered. Mr. Shew- 
ard justly feels highly indignant over this 
act of vandalism, and has offered $200 
reward for the apprehension of the cul- 
prits. Following is a copy of a circular

“T will pay the above reward for the ar- 
rest and conviction of the party or parties 
who carried a large quantity of crude 
oil and besmeared my porch

“My opposition to the oll wells has been 
made on the ground that they were be- 
ing conducted in an offensive and illegal 
way.

MRS. MAGGIE DEUTSCH FINDS 
HER HUSBAND. 


They Had Been Living Within a 
Few Blocks of Each Other Each

Following these exclamations Mr. and 
Mrs. John Victor Deutsch, a long-sepa- 
rated husband and wife, rushed into each 
other’s arms and were reunited. After 
repeated hugs and kisses, Victor caught 
up his beautiful little blue-eyed 
Ada, and pressed her to his breast. 

It was indeed a happy reunion and all 
brought about by the article published in 
The Times yesterday morning, relating J.

and everybody was happy. 

Mr. Deutsch explained that when he left 
Chicago on account of being unable to se- 
cure employment, he had intended to go 
to New York, but changed his mind and 
came to Los Angeles where he thought 
perhaps his friend, Mrs. Hayes, could help 
him to get work. After coming here, he 
wrote to his wife, but she never received 
the letters, neither did he the letters 
whi his wife wrote to directed to 
Mrs. Hayes’s address.

PASADENA, May 18.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.) Thomas Nelmes of Glen Rosa has a 
century plant in course of blooming, whose 
daily growth he is measuring by means of a 
tape line attached to the top of the stalk. 
For the first week the stalk grew three feet, 
the second two and one-half’ feet and the 
third three and one-half feet, the lesser 
growth of the second week being due to the 
cool weather. It is now twenty feet six 
inches high and growing about six inches a 
day, the stalk being from twelve totwenty-eight 
inches in circumference. Mr. Nelmes con- 
verses most entertainingly about the plant, 
having made scientific observations on plant 
life for many years. In 1892 he m ar-

JAPAN AS AMERICA’S FACTORY. 


There will probably now be an increased 
demand from Japan for American goois. 
The country already takes $14,000,000 
worth of American raw cotton every year. 
It has been buying, and will continue to 
buy, American machinery, but the great | 


trade between America and Japan in the 
future is to be in shipping American raw 
materiale to Japan and bringing back 
Japanese products to America. The money 
to be made by Americans will be largely 
through their better knowledge of the 
American markets and American needs. 
The se can make anything that we 
can. ey can produce what we need at 
a less cost than we can make K ourselves, 
and unless a high protective ‘tariff is 
raised against Asia, that country will be- 
come the factory for America. The 
actual necessities of a Japanese laborer 
@re not more than 25 cents a day. Our 
laborers cannot live on less than a dolar 
a day, and 25 cents in ten tours whl 
beat from $1 to $3 and eight hours every 
time. A Japanese laborer’s ean 
be furnished for $10. He sleeps on the 
floor and wees neither tables nor chairs. 
His cooking stove is a clay oven worth 
about 50 cents, and his carpets and bed- 
ding cost practically nothing in compar- 
ison with ours. There are 65,000,000 peo- 
ple in the United States. At five wo the 
family this would make 13,000,000 fam- 
mes. Hardly one of these families has a 
cooking stove which. cost less than $10, 
or $9.50 more than the Japanese has to 
pay for his. Multiplying this by che 
number of families we have an expentdi- 
ture of $123,500,000 more than the Jap- 
anese on the Kem of cooking stoves alone. 

Take the matter of carpets and other 
furniture, and you will eee the enormous 
amount of capital that we have to invest 
to live in comparison with the Japanese. 
It would be a very low avetage, indeed, 
to say that the household furniture of 
the families of the United States costs 
more than $125 per family. It would be 
high to say that the average Japanese 


} #pends more than $25 for his furniture. 


Taking the 13,000,000 families again, we 
have $1,300,000,000 of dead weight in the 
way of furniture to carry in opposition to 
them, and everything elee is on a pro- 
portionate ratio. Then tthere is the matter 
of shoes. The ordinary coolie pays a 
cent a pair for hie straw Sandals, and he 
can get a pair of etilts for wet weather 
fcr a quarter. His waterproof, which is 
made of etraw, probably costs him 25 
cents more, and for $2 or $3 he has a 
whole wardrobe. His eating is of the 
simplest, and he can be happy on one- 
tenth of what our laborers have. The re- 
eult is the Japanese will always be able 
to manufacture more cheaply than we do, 
and one of the biggest epeculations of the 


East will be the utilizing of this labor 
for us. 


MONEY IN JAPANBSE KNICK-KNACKS.

Such 
cases as we have from Germany and 
France, made in porcelain, are very high- 
priced. The Japanese could produce these 
very much cheaper, and they could make 
carved clock cases, which would sell at 
high prices. I mention these things merely 
as indicative of the vast field which is 
now open to America in Japan. Remember, 
the Japanese can d anything that we can 
do, and if you show him a picture of any- 
thing under the sun, he can copy it. He 
is packed full of ideas himeelf, and he is 
an inventor, as well as an imitator. From 
now on he will want more foreign clothes 
and more foreign machinery, and America 
THE CHINESE MARKET. 

The settlement of the war will bring 
about a great change in China, and from 
now on the empire will probably be slowly 
but steadily opened. The making Nanking 
a treaty port will give a new foreign set- 
tlement at that point., two hundred miles 
up the Yangtee-Kiang. The government 
will be obliged to cede a certain amount of 
land here to the foreigners, and a little 
foreign city will spring up at this point, 
such as have already sprung up at every 
open port. In Canton there is an island 
which ie given up to the foreigners. At 
Hankow the foreign concession covers, I 
judge, at least a square mile, and at 
Shanghai many foreigners have made for- 
tunes out of the rise of thie real estate in 
the foreign concession. There are foreign 
settlements inTien-Tsin, at Kiukiang and 
at Chinkiang, and in these y is 
worth much more than in t Chinese 
cities themselves. These concessions are 
governed by the foreign consuls, and the 
Chinese like to obtaim property within 
them if they can, as this frees them from 
the exactions of the Chinese officials and 
puts them under foreign law. These con- 
cesslons are much like foreign cities. They 
have modern houses. Their streets are 
macadamized, and they are kept in order 
by being smoothed with heavy rollers 
which are drawn by hundreds of Chinese. 
They have their own policemen and are by 
all odds the moet desirable places in China 
in which to live. The city of Nankiang is 
about five miles back from the river, and 
is one of the richest cities in China. It 
was for years the capital of China, and it 
is in the heart of one of the richest‘ of 
the Chinese provinces. The foreign con- 
ceasion may be on the river, or it may be 
on the edge of the city. Wherever it is, 
the land is almost certain to increase jn 
value, and an investment in it ought to 
be good. 


INA AND MILITARY SUPPLIES. 

Those best posted on the Chinese char- 
acter say that this war will be followed by 
a great military activity throughout the 
Chi New gunbosts will be 


the gun works at Tien-Tsin, and the Foo- 


chow shipyards will be pushed to their 
utmost capacity. The Chinese have seen 
their necessity for railroads, and their 
lack of ability to move their troops with- 
out them. The first road to be built will 
probably be oné from Tien-Tsin to Han- 
kow, and thence to Canton. This has been 
planned for years, and it will tap a terri- 
tory containing hundreds of millions of 
people. The work of getting such con- 
cessions will be slow, and it is very doubt- 
ful whether foreigners will be allowed to 
bulld ratiroads. If they should be per- 
mitted to do 80, the field for electricity 
and steam is practically unlimited, and 
such a revolution in railroad building and 
manufacturing will take place as will turn 
the remainder of the industrial world up- 
side down. I don't believe the Chinese 
will do this et present. They move slowly. 
but it will come eventually. They will, 
however, have a great trouble in raising 
the money to pay Japan, and there is no 
telling what may be squeezed out of the 
government at this time. Think of cities 
of a hundred thousand, five hundred 
thousand and a million within a few miles 
of each other. 

Think of a country as big as the United 
States and containing about eight times as 
many people with no railroads whatever 
and no decent wagon roads—a country in 
most places as flat as a floor and well fitted 
for railroads without grading, and you 
have something of the condition of China 
today. It is a country which four 
thousand walled cities and count vil- 
lages. A country where locomotion is ex- 
pensive and where the people squeeze 
money harder than they do anywhere else 
in the world. There is no la on the 
globe where cheap transportatitn would 
pay better. The harvest is ripe for the 
speculator and the investor if the fence 
of Chinese conservatism and exclusion can 

torn away. Take Peking. with its 
million and a half of people. It has not a 
line of street cars. Tien-Tein, cighty 
miles away, has a million of people, and is 
one of the great trading centers of the 
empire. Those who ride go about in 
chairs, carried on the shoulders of men, 
and all goods are carried around cn 
wheelbarrows.. Tien-Tsin supplies Peking 
with goods, and there is no ratflroad be 
tween It is the same all over 


China. 
CHINESE COTTONS. 


The Chinese are ‘beginning to make their 
own cotton. They have a number of large 
factories, and LA Hung Chang proposes to 
bufld others. In these they have modern 
machinery. A great part of the cotton 
used is made by hand, not more than one- 
Deding imported. Our cotton 
cloths are more popular than the English 
or the native cottons, but they cost too 
much, and ‘thence we send but little manu- 
factured cotton to China. The market, 
however, is enormous. One of the consuls 
made an estimate dit not long ago. he 
said that the Chinese are clothed prin- 
cipally tn cotton. There are at least 400, 
000,000 of them, and they use about twenty 
years apiece each year. This would make 
a consumption of 8,000,000,000,000 yards a 
year. Take your pencil now and see what 
that means. Bight billion yards is 24.000, 
000,000 feet, or a strip of cotton a yard wide 
24,000,000,000 feet long. At 5000 feet to the 
mile this would be more than 4,000,000 
miles long, and sixty times around the 
world. One hundred and sixty feet makes 
a very wide street. If you could have 
three such streets running clear around the 
world, and could patch the cotton used by 
the Chinese into one vast crazy quilt, 


the great part of it ought to come to us. 
The kinds of cotton used by the Chinese 
are generally blue in color. They use a 
large amount of drilis, and the sails for 
their vessels are made of this cloth. 

OUR LUMBER AND WHEAT. 

The Chinese are now using a lot of 
American lumber. The lumber comes 
from Oregon and Washington, and it goes 
as far north as Peking. I saw American 
pine in the lumber yards of Japan, and I 
met a man who was trying to introduce it 
into Eastern Siberia. ring my stay 
in Valdivostock an American ship loaded 
with California wheat was lying at the 
wharves, and quite a good deal of our flour 
is now used in China. Strange as it may 
seem to many, rice ig an expensive form 
of food there, and in the north many of 
the people are too poor to eat it. There 
are no big flouring mills in China, and 
even in the city of Canton, which, you 
know, contains about 2,000,000 people, I 
saw oxen gdrinding flour by dragging one 
stone about on the top of another. 

CHINESE LABOR. 

It is impossible to appreciate the for- 
tunes which are sure to come sooner or 
later to some one out of Chinese cheap 
labor. Remember their labor is as good 
as ours. I saw a locomotive which they 
built at the gun works near Shanghai 
which looked as well as any turned out 
in our shops, and a Chinese engineer was 
operating it. He got about 25 cents a day. 
I saw men making everything under the 
sun for wages about one-tenth of what 
the same class of labor receives in the 
United States and the Englishman in 
charge told me that it required only a few 
months to make a good mechanic out of 
an ordinary Chinaman. 

When the Chinese appreciate that they 
can manufacture for the world. The 
coolies and the men who are now working 
on the roads could be put into the fac- 
tories and the people will become a nation 
of mechanics and maufacturers. At pres- 
ent they toil from ten td twelve hours a 
day for wages which would hardly sup- 
port a dog in this country. I have before 
me a list of wages given by Dr. Bedloe, 
when a consul at Amoy. Here are some 
of them: Barbers get $3 a month; boatmen, 
$4; bricklayers, $5; masons, $6; laundry- 
men, $4, and pavers $4.50 per month. The 
plumber is a rich man in America, but he 
is glad to receive $6.25 a month in China. 
Printers receive 88 a month; tanners, $6 
a month; telegraph operators, $24 a month; 
ordinary laborers. $4 a month, and cigar 
makers, about 35 a It ie the 
same all over the empire, and the wages 
may be divided in half, as they are paid 
in silver, which is worth only half the 
value of other money. , 

MONEY-MAKING IN KORBA. 

I could fill a page of this newspaper with 
the possibilities and curious features of 
labor in China and Japan, and the same 
may also be said of Koreay though there 
has been until now so little security for 
the fruits of labor that the people have 
had no incentive to work. The treaty will 
bring a new light into the hermit nation, 
and many of the old and barbarous cus- 
toms will now pass away. For some time 
there will, however, be chances for specu- 
lative turns outside of the wonderful re- 
sources of the country. One wil) be when 
any member of the royal family dies. At 
this-time the whole nation is supposed to 
go into mourning. Every man in the coun- 
try has to put on a white straw hat as 
big as an umbrella and a new gown of 
yellow grasscloth. The man who has a 
corner on gravscloth at such times is sure 
to have at least three milkon men howling 
for it. He can charge his own prices, and 
can do almost as well as Col. Sellers hoped

CITY OF MEXICO, May 2.—Two Amer- | 


icans were standing on the street corner 
in this city not long ago, gazing thoughbt- 


fully at the paintings on the exterior wall | 
of a pulque shop—+stout maidens in scant 
vestments lovingly confronting a brimméng | 


glass, kings out of all proportion drain- | 
ing goblets to more stout maidens—the | 
whole a wild mass of red, green, blue, 
yellow and purple, like a concert hall cur- 
tain in a mining town. 

Far up the street six men in white cot- 
ton shirts and short trousers became vas 
ble. They were bent forward and upon 
their shoulders there was some kind of an 
enormous black thing. They moved at a 
shambling trot. | 

The two Americans lazily wondered about

be cabs and private carriages. The tenth 
may be a huge American wagon delongins 
to one of the express companies. It is 
only fair to state, however, that the odde 
are in favor of it being another cab or 
carriage. 

The transportation of the city’s goods 
is then left practically in the hands of the 
Indian porters. They are to be seen at all 
times trotting to and fro, laden and free. 
They have acquired all manner of contri- 
vances for diztributing the weigh: of their 
burdens. ' Their favorite plan is to pass 
a broed band over their foreheads an 
then, leaning forward precariously, they 
amble along with the most enormous loads. 

Sometimes they have a sort of table 
with two handles on each end. Two men, 
of course, manage this machine. It is the 
favorite vehicle for moving furniture. 

When a man sits down who has been

the enormous black thing, but the dis- 
tance defeated them. The six men, how- 
ever, were approaching at an unvarying 
pace, and at last one American was enabled 
to cry out: “Holy poker, a piano!“ 

There was a shuffling sound of sandals 
upon the stones. In the vivid yellow 
sunlight the black surface of the piano 
glistened. The six brown faces were stolid 
and unworried beneath it. 

They passed. The burden and Ts car- 
fiers grew smaller and smaller. The two 
Americans went out to the curb and re- 
mained intent spectators until the six men 
and the plano were expressed by a faint 
blur. 

When you first come to Mexico and you 
gee a donkey so loaded that little of him 
Dut a furry nose and four short legs ap- 
pear to the eye, you wonder at it. Later, 
when you see a haystack approaching with 
nothing under it but a pair of thin human 
legs, you begin to understand the local 
point of view. The Indian probably rea- 
ons: Well, I cam carry that load. The 
burro, then, he should carry many times 
this much. The burro, born in slavery, 
dying in slavery, gemeration upon genera- 
tion, he with his wobbly legs, sore back, 
and ridiculous little face, reasons not at 
ali. He carries as much as he can, and 
when he can carry it no further, he falls 
down. ‘ 

The Indians, however, must have credit 
for considerable ingenuity because of the 
way they have invented of assisting a 
fallen donkey to ite feet. The Aztecs are 
known to have had many great mechan- 
ical contrivances, and this, no doubt, is 
part of their science which has filtered 
down through the centuries. 

When a burdened donkey falls down a 
half dozen Indians gather around it and 
brace themselves. Then they take clubs 
and hammer the everlasting daylights out 
of the donkey. They also swear in Mexi- 
can. Mexican is a very capable language 
for the purposes of profanity. A good 
swearer here can bring rain in thirty 
minutes. 

It is a great thing to hear the thump, 
thump, of the clubs and the howling of 
the natives, and to see the little legs of 
the donkey quiver, and to see him roll 
his eyes. Finally, after they have ham- 
mered him out as flat as a drumbhead, 
it flashes upon them suddenly that the 
burro cannot get up until they remove 


the day or night. 


traversing a long road with a heavy bun- 
dle he ‘would find considerable agony in the 
struggle to get upon his feet again with 
his freight strapped to his back if it were 
not for a long staff which he carries. He 


plants the point of his staff on the ground 


between his knees, and then climbs up it, 
90 to Speak, hand over hand. 

They have undoubtedly developed what 
must be called the carrying instinct. Oc- 
casionally you may see a porter, unbur- 
dened, walking unsteadily as if his center

much that he is daubtful. He resembles 
then an ünballasted ship. Place a trunk 
upon his back and he is as stealy as a 
church. 

If you put in his care a contrivance with 
fifty wheels he would not trundle it along 
the ground. This plan would not occur to 
him. No, he would shoulder . Most di- 
cycles are light enough in weight, but 
they are rather unhandy articles to carry 
for long distances. Yet if you send one 
by a porter he will most certainly carry 
it on his shoulder. It would fatigue him 
to roll it along the road. 


STREET VENDORS OF MEXICO. 

But there are other things odd here be- 
side the street porters. Yesterday some 
thieves stole three iron balconies from off 
the second-story front of a house in the 
Calle de Sol. The police did not catch 
the miscreants. Who, indeed, is inetructed 
in the art of catching thieves who steal 
iron balconies from the second-story froms 
of houses? 

The people directly concerned went out 
in the street and assured themselves that 
the house remained. Then they were sat- 
isfied. 

As a matter of truth, the thieves of the 
city are almost alwaye petty fellows, who 
go about stealing trifling articles and 
spend much time and finesse in acquiring 
things that a dignified American crook 
wouldn’t kick with his foot. In truth, 
the City of Mexico is really one of the 
safest cities in the world at any hour of 
However, the small- 
minded and really harmless clase who vend 
birds, canes, opals, lottery tickets, paper 
flowers and general merchandise upon the 
streets are able and industrious enough in 
the art of piracy to satisfy the ordinary 
intellect. 

Those profound minds who make the 
guide books have warned the traveler very

than a kitten at best, and now disheveled, 
weak and tottering, struggles gratefully to 
his feet. 

But, on the other hand, it is possible 
to see at timee—perhaps in the shade of 
an old wall where branches hang over 
and look down—the tender communion of 
two sympathetic spirits. The man pats 
affectionately the soft muzzle of the don- 
key. The donkey—ah, who can describe 
that air so sage, so profoundly reflective, 
and yet so kind, eo forgiving, so unassum- 
ing? The countenance of a donkey ex- 
preeses all manly virtues, even as the eun- 
light expresses all colors. 

Perhaps the master falls asleep, and, 
in that case, the domkey still stands as im- 
movable, as patient, as the stone dogs 
that guarded the temple of the sun. 

A wonderful oroportion of the freight- 
carrying business of this city is con- 
ducted by the Indian porters. The don- 
keys are the great general freight cars 
and hay wagons for the rural districts, 
but they do not appear prominently in 
the etrictly local business of the city. It 
ie a strange fact, also, that of ten wagons 
that pass you upon the street, nine will 


lucidly. After exhaustive thought, the 
writer has been able to deduce the follow- 
ing elementary rules from what they have 
to say upon the matter. 

‘First—Do not buy anything at all from 
street venders. 

Second—When buying from street vend- 
ers give the exect sum charged. Do not 
deceive yourself with the idea of Setting 
any change back. 

Third—When buying from street vend- 
ers divide by ten the price demanded for 
any article, and offer it. 

Fourth—Do not buy anything at all 
from street venders. 

It is not easy to go wrong when you 
have one of the protective volumes within 
reach, but then the guide book has long 
been subject to bopular ridicule, and there 
is not the universal devotion to its pages 


_ which it clearly deserves. Strangers, upon 


entering Mexico, should at once acquire a 
guide book, and then if they fail to gain 
the deepest knowledge of the country and 
its inhabitants they may lay ii to their 
own inability to understand the English 
language in its purest form. There are 
tourists now in this hotel who have only 
been in the city two days, but who, in 
this time, bave devoted themselves so ear-

midst of undeveloped eurroundings. Place 
him among educated things, even though 
they be but educated—refined and per- 
fected—bdricks and mortar, and he will feel 
their influence with a rapidity that is not 
less than amazing to the student. The ex- 
periment thas been tried in the slum dis- 
tricts of New York city. The construction 
of R. Fulton Cutting’s model tenements 
on Fast Fourteenth street reduced the 
crime record of the neighborhood by a 
considerable percentage, although they did 
not reduce, but rather increased, its popu- 
lation, and did not change its personnel 
at all. The old buildings which the new 
dwellings thus replaced had been of a 
character to encourage filth and morbid 
living, and so develop crime. The 
new buildings were of a nature to en- 
ourage cleanliness and normal home life, 
nd so developed morality. Philadelphia 
was overrun by thugs and highway rob- 
bers and the general genus tough. Her 
dark alleys, narrow and gloomy, afforded 
countless opportunities for assaukts and 
hiding nooks for criminals. By and by 
the city introduced the electric Acht into 
them all, and, presto! came a change. 
Crime had dropped 15 per cent. by the 
time the system was completed. Bven 
the men who the improvement 
were amazed. The blind can read the 
reason for it. After the searching rays 
of the electric arcs revealed every nook 
and cranny, and made every hitherto 
dark and narrow alley light and open to 
the inquiring glance of police and Ri- 
zens, the criminal no longer dared to 
operate there. Thus, forced out of living 
by sinful. methods he must either gain 
an honest livelihood by honest work or 
leave the city. A few may have gone 
away, but the vast majority remained and 
mended their ways. They were reformed 
by an electric lighting system! 
‘THE NEW LONDON. 

And so London is being rapidly regen- 
erated. Old London, as Dickens knew 
it, even as Jack the Ripper’ knew it, is 
disappearing, and in fts place is spring- 
ing up a city of wide streets, well lighted.

Almost all of this has been done within 
the last fifteen years. Now to prove that

particularly wicked; yet both were selected 
entirely at random. Were it possible for 
me at the moment to get figures for two 
twelve months for comparison, I should 
feel more certain that I was not exagger- 
ating, but, unfortunately, I have temporar- 
ily exhausted the patience of my inform- 
ant in obtaining the figures which I give. 
Still, assuming that some allowance must 
be made on this score, surely it cannot 
be that a difference of more than 100 per 
centum can possibly be attributable to 
chance. Suppose we cut it in half and 
make it 50 per centum. What a vast ad- 
vance is that! The improvements which 
London has, as a city, made in her slum 
districts have cost some millions of pounds. 
But suppose that for every one thousand 
pounds she stops a man from crime and 
turns his work into honest channels. Ob- 
serve her profit: 

First, she saves what she would have 
lost through hie evil doing; second, she 
saves what it would have cost to watch 
him, apprehend him and convict him:

The other two brought 
mine chikiren into the world, all criminals. 
Both sons became professional criminals, 
and they had five children, two of whom 
were imbeciles, and thus became charges 
on the community at large. The re- 
eearch into the third generation was lees 
definite, but the origin of no lets than 
forty-one imbeciles, paupers and profes- 
sional criminals was traced to the twelve, 
grandchildren of the original criminal pair, 
assuming (which ie not of absolute neces-

ANOTHER ALLY OF MORALITY. 

One of the high officials in Scotland 
Yard after commenting on these things, 
added: 

“But a scarcely less vital enemy to 
crime here has been our school board 
laws. Little boys and-girls are no longer 
permitted to roam streets at will, 


even in the poorest districts. They must 
take the advantages of education whether 


they want to or not, and their parents 


must give them these advantages whether 
they are so disposed or no.“ 

This is true, and adds another great 
power to that of slum annihilation. The 
school board laws are enforced here with 
a rigor which is almost Russian. They 
even work. great hardship occasionally, as 
was instanced in the experience of the 
poor devil who was recently driven, 
poy lack of employment and distress, 
to kill his whole family of six and commit 
suicide. During the winter just 9 
he had been unable to provide his children 
with clothes good enough to permit them 
to appear at school. Thrice he was taken 
before a magistrate because they had not

of the original sons were childless. Thus 
from the two criminals with whom the 
eearch began sprang eixty persons within 
three gererations. No human being can 
guess how long the miserable curse will 
pursue this wretched family, ar how many 
will be damned by it. Were it not for the 
providential dispeneation that criminality 
and prolificacy are seldom linked, every 
person on ‘this earth would, long ago, 
Have been sin-tainted. But this array 
proves the wisdom of the London plan. By 
destroying her slums she is destroying 
their criminal influence and their tempta- 
tions, and the splendid result of this de- 
struction is written in letters of gold 
on ‘her police records in the amazing de- 
creaee of crime there. This is modern 
progress that is progressive! 


Whitechapel has 
into a district where men and women are 
invariably pure and holy, or even that it 
now approaches the average standard of 
morality and deceney. So far as I know 
no curd has been placed upon vice—asg dis. 
tinguished from crime—there or elsewhere: 
in London, and filth and drunkenness and 
petty dishonesty are woefully prevalent, 
But I do mean to say that crime can ro 
longer walk Whitechapel streets un- 
watched and work its will; it would have 
been safer to commit murder on the 
Strand’s brightest block ten years ago than 
it would be to commit murder on any 
street I have seen in Whitechapel now. In 
dozens of spots throughout the district the 
rough, high, board fences which always. 
in London surround a place where the de- 
etruction of old buildings or the construc; 
tion of new ones is going on meet the eye; 
and each one of those fences means that 
some old slum is being done away with, 
to be replaced by well-constructed build-. 
ings, and wide, well-lighted streets. The 
narrow, blind daleys, and mystericus, 
threatening courts, of — old London 
was full, and of which hundreds still re- 


attended regularly. The first time he was 
warned and discharged. The second time 
he was fined 6s, which he managed to pay 
with difficulty; the third time he was fined 
10s, which he could not pay at all, so he 
was imprisoned for one month, thus fore- 
ing him to suffer keen disgrace, and, 
sides, depriving his family for that period 
of the few shillings which he might other- 
wise have earned. This misfortune was, 
unquestionably, one of the things which 
drove him to commit the terrible crime 
with which he absolutely wiped out his 
family and himself. 
Still, in the main, the school board 
laws work good. London's street are 
never cluttered with romping, 
youngsters, as are those of most Aimeri- 
can cities. Boys are not permitted to 
sell newspapers during school hours, and 
bootblacks must be Ucensed, and must 
wear red jackets and big brass badges 
before they can ply their trade. I have 
not seen one little girl selling apers 
since I have been in London, afthough 
flower not infrequent. 
The child vagrant—the lying asleep 
in doorways and on the elevated rai 
stairways of New Tork— unknown here. 
Stim, despite these vast advances, Lon- 
don is by no means without her crime. 
The condition of blank despair which 
such abject poverty as is common here, 
brings about, extends the suicide liet to 
distressing length; if one wishes to class

CAIRO (Egypt,) April 28, 1895.—After | 
the Jaffa and Jerusalem, the P. & I. 1s 
good to look upon. This little railway 
runs from Port Said to Ismialia, less than 
a hundred miles. The gauge is not even 
three feet, which seems to be a sort of 
standard for narrow-gatige railways every- 
where. It is only thirty inches. The lo 
comotives are like toy engines, but good 
ones, and the carriages are beautiful—per- 
fect little palaces. They are not only 
neatly designed and artistically con- 
structed, but are scrupulously clean and 
very comfortable. They are narrow, of 
course, but ample room is given to each 
passenger. They are so arranged that the 
whole car may be opened up allowing one 
to pass through it from end to end. I had 
no time to inform myself regarding the 
road’s history, but I was told that it had 
been built and was being operated by a 
French company. I hope so, for the J. 
& J. has rather disgraced France. The 
rail, which rests on metallic cross-ties, 
looks to be about thirty pounds to the 
yard, The road runs, for the greater part, 
along the Suez Canal, with the sea on the 
other side, and the ride from Port Said, if 
the sand is not blowing, ia an interesting 


one. 

In the shallow sea to the right are myri- 
ads of sea birds of every conceivable kind, 
and further out hundreds of sleepy-looking 
little ships with one sail, whose masts 
lean back like a slender palm in a steady 
wind. To the left. is the canal, upon 
whose narrow waters one sees the flag of 
almost every civilized country, save per- 
haps the Stars and Stripes, which, some- 
how, one seldom sees in the Orient or 
anywhere else, for that matter. Even at 
Constantinople, the flag at the embassy 
flies only on high days and holidays, and 
not very high then. 
With all their enterprise, this company 
makes one serious mistake. They refuse 
to “paste’’ baggage’ through from Port 
Said to Cairo, and at Ismialia the voyagtr 
must hunt out his luggage, have it re- 
weighed and reregistered. The P. & O.’s 
beautiful new steamer Calodonia, bound 
for India, had unloaded an English ex- 
cursion party the day I went down, and it 
took nearly two hours that night to re- 
weigh the baggage where we left the 
smart little railway and boarded the 
Egyptian line. 
The Dgyptlan State railways are not bad, 
not very good, but they answer the pur- 
pose. Their locomotives are fair, their 
cars are of the usual Buropean style, shor: 
and Nght. They make very good time, 
too, for such a slow country; but one must 
travel first-class always in Egypt to avoid 
emoke, filth and dirt of every kind—the- 
quick and the dead!

LEARNING IS A NECESSITY, NOT 
AN ACCOMPLISHMENT. 


Begin When Young and Fearless 
and Wear Stockinet Tights and 
‘ a Silk or Mohair Skirted 
Blouse.

I learned to swim when I was 4 years old 
and 1 remember it perfectly. It was off 
the coast of Florida; my mother sat in 
a rowboat, holding me by the back of my 
little cotton shirt, the only garment I 
wore. 1 would kick and splash in the cool, 
green water, sometimes delighted, some- 
times shrieking at the top of my small 
lungs because the salt water would get 
into my mouth. 
But I quickly learned not to be afraid 
of the water. The deptha_in which my 
mother held me were shallow, and the 
sand, as is usual on that coast, glittered 
white and firm a yard’s length below the 
surface. 
VALUE OF AN EARLY BEGINNING. 
This was not swimming in its enlarged 
gense, but it was the rudimentary actions 
which many girls learm after they are in 
their teens and many more never learn 
at all. The legs and arms soon began to 
go out in the prescribed rules, which 
teachers call the art of swimming. With 
me it was simply a natural law—the one 
of self-preservation. In a few years when 
the legs and arms grew stronger, my

IT HAS SOLVED ONE OF THE 
PROBLEMS OF LIFE. 
Feasible in All Rural Districts, It 
Greatly Amplifies the Comforts 
and the Pleasures of Coun- 
try Living.

The summer club is a somewhat recent 
innovation, but has proved such a eatisfac- 
tory mode of settling the hot weather 
problem that it is coming more and more 
into vogue; and, though as yet it tas 
flourished more markedly in mountainous 
districts, the scheme is a perfectly feadi- 
ble one for the seashore or any ordinary 
rural region. 

The fact is now widely recognized chat 
with organization far better ends cam be 
secured along all lines. Even the business 


given up to wing rooms; another ie a 
servants’ hall; and one ia levoted to bil- 
Harde and other in-door sports. There are 
also excellent stable accommodations. 

But it is the intention of the arsocia- 
tion that the members shall build their 
Own cottages, for each nember becomes the 
owner of a cottage plot in the club reser- 
vation, he or she also having an individual 
and equal interest in be entire property, 
houses, chattels and improvements.

HOW TO FORM AN ASSOCIATION.

She Refuses to Burden Her Young 
Husband, but is Passionately 

Fond of the Handsome, 
American,

now in her eighty-second year, appears to 
take as much interest in life as she ever 
did. She continues to give dinners and

BURDETT-COUTTS AS HOSTESS. 


While stopping for a few moments in 
London Lady Burdett-Coutts invited me to

The wind had blown the music leaves all 
about the room, all three knelt down to 
pick them up; then Mendelssohn asked 
the Queen whether she would sing some- 
thing for him. Yes she would, “but the 
parrot must be carried out first, or else 
he will screech louder than I shall sing.“ 
and the two men carried the great cage 
out. Then ‘the Queen sang 
some of Mendelssohn’s songs, and as he 
complimented her, she said: “If only I 
had not been so frightened: generally I 
have such long breath.’’ It was in spite 
of fright one of the things the composer 
had admired. 

HER OFFICIAL EDUCATION, 

An important change in respect to the 
training of the future Queen, introduced 
at the time when she became aware of 
her prospects was the appointment of the 
Dowager Duchess of Northumberland as 
her instructress in matters relating to 
state ceremonies. (Of course the religious 
education of Princess Victoria was most 
carefully attended to. The Bible was read 
to her as soon as she could understand 
its teachings.) 

It was deemed only advisable that she 
should not attend the parish church, where 
she was the object of too much attention 
from the congregation, so Dr. Davys used 
to preach every Sunday morning in the 
chapel of the palace for the princesses 
and Princess Victoria was expected to 
give her mother an account of the sermon 
after church. One Sunday Dr. Davys had 
chosen for his text, Whatever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap.” His 
young pupil asked him after church: “Do 
not men reap anything but what they 
sow?’ “They may reap something else,“ 
answered he, it they allow some one to 
come and sow tares among their wheat.“ 
“Ah! I know who that some one is,“ said 
the Prfhcess, and I must keep him at 
hand's length.“ At arm’s length only, 
Your Royal Highness.“ Well, if I keep 
him there, he won't do much harm,“ was 
the prompt reply. 

On the 30th of August, 1835, the Prin- 
cess was confirmed by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, assisted by the bishop of Lon- 
don, in the chapel royal of St. James. 
She exhibited great sensibility during the 
pathetic exhortation in which the arch- 
bishop represented her future responsi- 
bility and the necessity of her looking up 
to the King of Kings for counsel and sup- 
port in her trials. Her composure grad-

THE PRINCESS AT SIXTEEN YEARS 
F AGE. 


It has deen said that the Princess sel- 
dom appeared at court. She was seen at 
two or three drawing-rooms and occasion- 
ally at the theater. In 1835 she witnessed 
the Ascot races with the royal family; 
she was just 16, beaming with youth, 
health and happiness, of middle height, in 
short, a real May flower as she had been 
surnamed by her grandmother of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha. Her fair hair was braided 
in Clotilde bands (the ancient style of 
the Plantagenet queens,) which became 
the contour of her face exceedingly well. 
She wore a rose-colored broche satin 
dress with a peléfiné cape trimmed with 
black lace and a large pink hat. N. P. 
Willis, the American writer, who vas 
present at the races, wrote at the time: 

During one of the intervals I walked 
under the King’s stand and saw very dis- 
tinctly the young Princess Victoria. She 
is much ‘better looking than any picture 
of her in the shops, afid for the heir to 
such a crown as that of England, unneces- 
sarily pretty and interesting.“ 

A PREITY ACT OF GENEROSITY.

For some years the Duchess of 
Kent was left in somewhat poor circum- 
stances, and but for the help of her 
brother, Prince Leopold, would often have 
been embarrassed. Consequently the 
household arrangements were of necessity 
conducted with scrupulous orier and etrict 
economy. The Princess had her allow- 
ance, and was expected io make !t suffice. 
At a bazaar held at Tunbridge Wells in 
1837, she had spent all her pocket-money 
in presents for her friends and relations. 
Suddenly she remembered another cousin 
and wished to buy for Aim a little box 
marked half a crown. The bazaar people 
wanted to inclose it with the other articles 
purchased, but the governess eaid no. 
You see the Princess has not the tioney, 
and so, of course, she cannot buy the box.“ 
Then it was proposed to lay it aside until 
purchased, and no sooner did quarter day 
come around than the Princtse mounted 
her donkey, claimed the box and bore it 
away in triumph. 

It is not to be wondered at, if in later. 
years, order and judicious sconomy were 
the rule in the royal household. The Queen 
gave proof of her sense of honor and jus- 
tice as soon as she came to the throne. 
“I want to pay all that remains of my 
father’s debts,”” said she to Lord Mell- 
bourne. “I must do it; I consider it a 
sacred duty.“ The prime minister said 
that the earnestness and directn4ss of that 

daughter’s manner, when speaking of 

r father, brought tears to his eyes. 

Parliament at last voted £10,000 a year 
for the maintenance and education of the 
princess, and when, in 1837, she attained 
ber legal majority, the King offered her 
ancther £10,000 a year from his privy 
puree, if she would consent to his appoint- 
ing the officers of her establishment, Ler 
proud and independent spirit revealed itrelf 
in declining the money on the stipulated 
conditions. 

Such was the Princess who, on the SOth 
— — 1837, ascended the throne of En- 
gland.

Dainty Work for Summer Vacations 
That May Bring Income. 
From a Special Contributor. | 


When you are packing your trunk for 
next summer’s outing put in a lot of tinted 
bristol board and blotting sheets, use them 
as I shall direct, as the good fairy in the 
story is in the habit of saying, and you 
will never regret it. 

Perfectly mounted seaweed or carefully 
pressed wild flowers (according as you go 
to seaside or mountain) make the most ex- 
quisite birthday, Raster, Christmas or 
New Year's cards or booklets, besides fur- 
nishing quaint menus or guest cards for 
luncheons and dinners. 

The use of the Iithographed card or 
booklet as a reminder of a festive season 
has fallen somewhat into desuetude of late 
among people of the finest taste; but these 
dainty trifles made dy your own hands, 
thus acquiring @ special and personal value 
and interest, make a pleasing revival of 
the fancy. 

So much for the social side of a matter 
which is capable cf a more commercial and 
practical handling. These articles, when 
well made, it seems, sell well. 

If a tinted board be taken, a delicate 
marine dashed in with water colors, the 
seaweed neatly mounted where it will 
heighten the éffect Gf the picture, and an 
appropriate quotation lettered in with gold 
or carmine, a handsome card is made with 
comparatively Nttlé work, and one which 
will command a good price. 

Endless variations may be worked on 
this theme. A group of scollop shells may 
be washed in with sepia in the upper cor- 
ner of a menu card, and seaweed mounted 
80 as to seem to trail over it and down 
the side. A set of these cards could de 
made for a luncheon table, using a differ- 
ent tint and a different weed for each one. 

Wild flowers pressed so as to retain their 
color (i. e. between sheets of clean dlottin 
paper frequently changed) and groupe 
with tiny fern fronds, grasses and bite of 
moss, will work up even more effectively 
than seaweed, | 

Both make saleable souvenir booklets 
when they can be gathered at some famous 
locality. I know of one lady who lives 
within easy reach of several historic spots 
who makes a neat income by the construc- 
tion of these dainty souvenirs. 

She uses celluloid for covers for her 
booklets, has found just the best paper or 
card to use, thought up pleasing and ap- 
propriate quotations for each locality, and 
Systematized her work till every detail 
of it is perfect. 

In the spring the butcher and baker and 
candlestick maker and all peregrinating 
venders who ply between-the localities of 
which she makes souvenirs are subsidized 
and got to bring her the flowers, those 
from each place being kept separate. Then 
ensues a great pressing and working up; 
but every Christmas for three years has 
found her running low on materiale—so 
rapidly does the demand for her preity 
work grow—and the end of every season 
finds her sold out, with orders ahead that 
she cannot fill till fower time again. 

Thousands of the marine trifies could be 
sold in the shops at our Bastern seaside 
resorts and every bdattlefield might have 
its souvenir of wild flowers.

On very large 
plantations of several thousand acres there 
is usually a sub-foreman to each field, who 
receives 25 cents a day more than the 
peons.

Water is Valuable. 
IRRIGATORS DEMAND IT SHALL NOT 
BE WASTED. 

H. u. Ames and others have submitted 
to the City Council a grievance in the 
matter of the use of water from the river. 
They have served on the members of the 
City Council notices which are worded 

as follows: 

“We hereby notify you, and each of 
you, that you, claiming to act in your 
omclal capacities have been all along ano 
are now constantly running off the waters 
of the Les Angeles River by turning the 
same into the outfall and other sewers 
and zanjas and into the old river bottom 
east of the levees, and in other ways have 
been and are now wasting the same to our 
injury and damage, as owners riparian 
to the Los Angeles River below the city, 
and, unless the same is stopped at once, 
and unless hereafter you turn back into 
the river all of the surplus water, we 
shall commence legal proceedings against 
you individually, or such of you as we may 
be advised to be proper defendants, to re- 
cover damages from you. This notice is 
net intended to refer to the sale of water 
by the city to people in the Fruftland and 
Vernon districts.

AN UNREFORMED CRIMINAL+ 


HOW A WHITTIER CADET TRIED 
TO CAUSE TROUBLE. 


Attempted to Blackmail a Newspaper 
Writer and Resorted to Forgery 
to Help Him do It—He 
Has Decamped. 

Refarm schools do not always réform. 
This statement may sound trite, but that 
it is nevertheless true is shown by some 
facts that have come to light in the past 
few days. An inmate of the Whittier Re- 
form School, after serving bis time, im- 
proved his freedom by committing much 
the same form of crime that originally 
caused him to be put under restraint and 
enforced tutelage as a ward of the State. 

This young fellow, who, by the way, is 
said to be 25 or 26 years old, and has for 
several years been beyond the legal age 
for partaking of California hospitality at 
Whittier, is named J. T. Doris, alias 
Tracy. He was sent down about three 
years ago from San Francisco for either 
burglary or forgery, and was recently re- 
leased on acocunt of the expiration of 
time, though his companions say that he 
must have reached his twenty-first year 
even before he was committed. He came 
to Los Angeles and endeavored to renew 
his acquaintance with certain younger 
boys who had been inmates of the school, 
but are now under parole and occupying 
situations where they will have an op- 
portunity of making an honest living. It 
is charged that this Doris fellow is 
depraved and has an unholy, unnatural 
fondness for small boys, having on more 
than one occasion been detected at un- 
speakable bestiality. In short, he has 
shown himself to be a wretch of debased 
nativity and irregular lineage. 

Some of these small boys, against whom 
Doris had designs, are under the care of 
John F. Carrere, an editorial writer on 
the Evening Express, and he appears to 
have fallen a-foul of Doris on acocunt of 
having ordered the tough young fellow out 
cf his office, whither he had gone to in- 


veigle away two young Whittier boys from 


the path of decency. 
because Carrere ordered the Doris 
fellow out, the latter set about to 
conjure a scheme He 
is said to have threatened to publish 
to the world all manner of charges against 
Carrere, who, through the interest he has 
taken in the Whittier institution, had be- 
come well-known to its inmates. The 
brash young fellow is said to have declared

‘that he would soon be rich, for he was 


going to dad Carrere up for $2000. This 
sounded ke wony to Carrere’s friends, and 
to Carrere himself, for he says he would 
be staggered by a demand for that many 
cents. 

To strengthen hie attack on Carrere, the 
fellow Doris, or Tracy, made a bungling 
forgery of a preposterous note, purporting 
to be addressed to himself, asking him to 
come to the Times office, and bearing the 
last name (forged) of the editor of this 
paper. It is needless to say that the 
young écoundrel’s whole plot, so far as 
this part of k is concerned, was an im- 
pudent fraud. The editor of The Times 
never saw, spoke to, or heard of Doris 
before these developments in his case. The 
young reprobate mad declared that The 
Times would help dis designs. He was in 
the act of showing this note to a crowd of 
toughs in a ealoon when J. D. Fredericks, 
a young attorney (formerly in the service 
of the Whittier Reform School,) wav bad 
been in search of the fellow, stepped up 
and captured the forged letter. 

The threats of Doris had unduly dis- 
turbed the trustees and superintendent of 
the Whittier school, who took much in- 
terest in running the fellow to earth and 
exposing his abortive scheme.

Helping a Struggling Con- 
tributor to 


SCurtis’s Long Struggle With Debts 
He Need Not Have Paid—An 
Bncounter With an Unpub- 
lished Novelist.

» When I was at the office of Harper & 
ros on day in 1868 I wae introduced 
by ‘James Harper to George William 
Curtis. Shortly before this time @ friend 
‘of Mr. Curtis—Prof. Calrnes of Oxford 
/University—had written a book on the 
Slave Power,” in which he had stated 
that the great mass of our Southern 
whites were a degraded proletaire, about 
as “low down” in civilization as the serfs 
Sof Russia; and then Mr. Curtis asked me 
Nf that statement could be correct. I told 
Phim that it was very far from the truth; 
that the English gentleman's description 
could apply to only a very insignificant 
portion—not more, probably, than one- 
twentieth of the population—the class 
commonly termed the mean whites,” and 
that the great majority of the working 
whites of the South, except in the mere 
matter of book education, were fully equal 
to our Northern farmers, and vastly. su- 
‘prior to the degraded. foreign ment 
that crowds our Northern cities. 
: He then requested me to write an ar- 
ticle for Harper’s Monthly, giving a true 
description of the working population of 
the South, remarking that they were the 
real strength of the Southern armies, and 
1 that the Northern public should be cor- 
. rectly informed about them,“ as we had 
* ‘mothing to gain by depreciating our ene- 
mies. 
CURTIS'S LONG STRUGGLE WITH 
DEBTS HE NBED NOT HAVE PAID. 
When Mr. Curtis had left us I remarked 
to Mr. Harper that I had lectured during 
the previous winter before nearly a hun- 
dred literary associations in all parts of 
‘the North, and had noticed that in nearly 
every one of the courses Mr. Curtis was 
announced as a speaker. I had found lec- 
‘turing the hardest work I had ever done, 
It meant traveling from fifty to two hun- 
Gred miles every day and speaking six 
nights in every week, and how Mr. Curtis 
mould do it and write the Rasy Chair“ 
papers for the monthly, and edit and write 
o much as he did for the weekly I could 
not understand. 
Mr. Harper answered that Mr, Curtis 
was a very methodical man, and devoted 
| himself very closely to whatever he had 
in hand at the moment, but he doubtless 
would not work so hard were he not deeply 
| an debt and anxious to get out of it. 

I expressed surprise at his being 
deeply in debt, when his income from lec- 
| turing could not be less than $5000 a 
| ‘year, and I asked, jocosety, if the Harpers 
| paid him a stavation salary. 
Mr. Harper replied that his firm had 
i mot the reputation of starving its em- 

ployees, especially those so highly valued 
as Mr. Curtis; and then he explained 
that when in 1854 the firm of Dix & Ed- 
Wards was formed to buy Putnam's Maga- 
ine, Mr. Curtis became a special part- 
der, investing his entire patrimony—about 

10,000 —in the enterprise. When the firm 
failed in 1857 it was found to be largely 
in debt—far beyond its means of pay- 
ment. Mr. Curtis had lost hie all, and, 

being a special partner, was not legally 
liable for the debts of the firm beyond the 
capital he had invested. His associates 
took advantage of the bankrupt act, but 
this was not his idea of personal honor. 
He voluntarily assumed the entire unpaid 
obligations of the firm, and to pay them 
he devoted the whole of his income from 
his lectures and a large part of his sal- 
ary from the Harpers. The debt was not 
fully paid until 1873, and thus for fifteen 
years Mr. Curtis devoted his fine talents 
and his great vitality, meanwhile depriv- 
ing himself of the enjoyments of a quiet 
home life to discharge obligations that he 
did not personally contract and for which 
he was in no manner legally Hable. After 


the debt was paid he never delivered an- 
other lyceum lecture. 


“THE ‘AUTHOR’S PPRSONAL ACQUAIN- 
TANCE WITH OURTIS. 

The article that I wrote at the request 
of Mr. Curtis was entitled ‘The Por 
Whites of the South,” and it appeared 
in Harper’s Monthly some time in 1863, 
It was the first I ever wrote for that mag- 
azine. Afterward I wrote for it with more 
or less frequency, and was often at the 
Harpers, where about as often I met Mr. 
Curtis, whom I gradually looked upon as 
a sort of literary adviser. I grew to know 
him exceedingly well, and occasionally 
®pent an afternoon with him at his home 
on Staten Island; and the better I knew 
aim the more I saw in him to admire and 
esteem; so it was entirely natural that, 
when I undertook to write for the Harpers 
“The Life of James A. Garfield,” I 
should ask him to help me on a part of 
the work, for which I felt myself rly 
qualified. This was making such sdiec- 
tions from Garfield’s speeches as would 
give some idea of his quality and caliber, 
and Mr. Curtis did this with great cheer- 
fulness. 

An incident that occurred before I made 
the personal acquaintance of Mr. Curtis 


will illustrate another phase of his char- 
acter. 


AN ENCOUNT®SR ‘WITH ‘AN UNPUB- 
LISHED NOV®BLIST. 

W. Carleton was then my publisher, and 
occasionally I read the ma ofa 
book for him with a view to questioning 
bis: decision as to its publication One 
day he gave me a story which I found to 
be fresh and original—altogether out of 
the beaten track of American t 
I had ecarcely time to form a deliberate 
j upon it before I was called upon 
by a lady who announced herself as its 
author.

She listened to me attentively, then 
said, I aim, sir, as you have detected, an 
uppractical writer. I have never till now 
Written anything but short stories, and 
chose Mr. Curtis has criticised as you have 
this one. I could not ask his judgment 
upon this, for he is vefy busy, and I knew 
it was too long for the 
aoe you have written for Mr. Cur- 
“Oh, yes! I have for something more 
han @ year; and, at ‘his suggestion, for 
other periodicals also, but the pay with 
the others is small, and he tells me it 
would doubtless be increased if I had a 
book reputation.

TAKING UP THE PEN TO KEEP OFF 
¢ STARVATION. 


It will not be supposed that at the dis- 
tance of more than thirty years I have 
reported the foregoing conversation liter- 
ally. I have merely given its substance, 
and that is the most I can do with the 
graphic narrative that followed. She told 
me that she was a widow, her husband 
having died rather more than a year be- 
fore, leaving her with several young chil- 
dren. She supposed they were in com- 
parative affluence; but she soon discov- 
ered that she was absolutely penniless, 
and with not more than two days’ food in 
the house. All her relatives were dead, 
and she could not think of a solitary 
friend to whom she could go in her emer- 
gency. She carefully counted over the 
treasures of her pantry, and sparingly 
doled them out to her little ones, one of 
whom said as he closed his usual evening 
prayer, And please, God, tomorrow send 
a little more milk to Joey.“ 

When they were all asleep she stole 
into another room, opened her portfolio, 
and took from it pen and paper. She had 
written nothing since her school days, 
but now what else could she do to gain 
a livelihood for her children? The 
thoughts came fast and her fingers flew 
over the pages with amazing rapidity; but 
it was far into the morning before her 
work was finished. Then she folded the 
manuscript up carefully and tied about it 
a piece of blue ribbon—outside, at least, 
it should be attractive to the editor. 


HOW CURTIS BEFRIENDED THE 
STRUGGLING CONTRIBUTORS. . 


In the morning she made her way to 
Franklin Square, and, entering the great 
publishing house of Harper & Bros., she 
was shown to the room of George William 
Curtis, then the editor-in-chief of Harper's 
Weekly. He came to town but once 4 
week, and fortunately ‘this was one of his 
office days. He sat there at his desk with 
a pile of manuscript before him as the lady 
entered, and approaching him, she said: 
“Sir, I have ‘there a little story for your 
paper. I have never written for publi- 
cation; but this I would like to have pub- 
lished. Will you be so kind as to read it 


today? 

Today!“ he echoed, pointing to the pile 
of manuscript before him. “I shall be 
very busy today, but’’—turning about, and 
observing her sunken eyes, still heavy with 
her weary night of writing— I will read 
it tonight, and if you will come here to- 
morrow at 10 precisely, I will give you 
my decision.” 

‘‘Tomorrow’ meant to him the loss of 
a day, for he lived on Staten Island, and 
did the major part of his work at his 
home ‘there. 


In the morning the lady entered his of- 
fice a little before the appointed time. 


Mr. Curtis had not arrived, and she seated | 


herself in a vacant chair opposite the 
door, where from a glance at his face 
she could detect his decision as soon as 
he entered the room. He came at 10 pre- 
cisely, on his face a smile, and in his 
hand the manuscript, not now bound about 
with the blue ribbon. He noticed her 
anxious look, and going directly up to her, 
took her hand, and said: Les, I have 
taken it, and m a moment I will give pou 
an order on down stairs for the pay. But 
now, take a seat here. I want to talk 
with you for a faw minutes.“ 

As soon as she could dry the tears that 
would well up in epite of her, she took the 
proffered seat afd then, in a kindly way, 
Mr. Ourtis pointed out the defects in the 
article, and told her how to remedy them 
n another. “It has been written in 

te,“ he said. Take a little more time; 
and bear in mind that if you write as well 
as you can, you will never want for 4 
publisher.“ 

She walked home, $35 clutched tightly 
between her fingers, and her feet scarcely 
touching the pavement. She was too 
happy to feel the ground beneath her. 
Soon Mr. Curtis took from her another 
article, and then another, and before long 
her contributions appeared in The Weekly 
about every fortnight; and with each con- 
tribution Mr. Curtis gave her detailed in- 
structions in the “art and mystery” of 
story~writing, often devoting to her an 
hour of his valuable time, and replying 
to her frequent remonstrances, “I can’t 
put an hour to any better use for you 
are trying to do good with your pen.“ 
He also gave her letters of introduction 
to other editors of periodicals, and. I think 
she said that it was through him she had 
been introduced to Mr, Carleton. 

As the lady finished her story I said 
to her: “Mr. Carleton is beyond question 
one of the most accomplished of American 
publishers; he knows a successful book 
by a sort of intuition; and if he doesn’t

Caracas is a handsome city of over 
seventy thousand inhabitants and porsess- 
ing all the modern improvements.“ but it 
is intensely Spanish-American, both in 
appearance and social life. The houses 
are one-story, or two at most, covering 
large spaces of ground, for each usually 
incloses two courts, and patio“ and 
ardin,“ the latter always a lovely gar- 
den where the rich vegetation blooms in 
eountless exquisite shapes and colors, the 
rose and jasmine mingling with native 
plants bearing Spanish names almost 
sweet enough to fit them. The broad 
“coridores,”” with their Moorish arches of 
pasonry, are a most artistic frame for 
hose centers of color and perfume, of 
inkling fountains and chirping birds. All 
he lower forms of life, vegetable, ani- 
bal, insect, thrive vigorously in ven- 
ezuela, especially the fleas. Adobe houses 
seem unknown, stone is universally used, 
the comehen, or white ant, would soon 
destroy a frame building. 

The temperature is said not to rise over 
72 deg. Fahrenheit, in Caracas; it did not 
do so while we were there, and the 
Rights were gaite chilly. Living is ex- 
pensive. The country has but few manu- 
factures, and goods pay very 
heavy duties. The markets are interesi- 
ing places for a stranger to visit on ac- 
count of the native products displayed. 
Great heaps of yams and mapueyes wil! 
draw his attention, after pleasing his pal- 
ate as an excellent substitute for potatoes: 
tropical fruits as well known to him, in 
Some of their forms, as bananas and pine-

pleasant scent—the only fruit from which

All the tropical 
fructs can be found growing ownerless and 
wild in different parts of Venezuela. The 
tanned skins of enormous snakes hanging 
in a little shop will call for a momert’s 
pause, and the heeped up cakes of pape- 
lon” give the impression of a great deal 
of maple sugar for sale, but it is the unre- 
fimed native cane sugar; the new arrival 
may puzzle over the wide, thin cakes of 
casava bread, which don't look like any- 
thing to eat, and he is sure to stop some- 
times at the place set apart for the sale of 
birds, most of them newly caught and 
striving frantically to escape from the 
cane cages. Among them are numbers of 
little green parroquets. It is a useless 
cruelty to encourage their capture by. buy- 
ing any of these last, for not one in ten 
will survive captivity; In a few days they 
beat their lives out in agonized efforts to 
recover freedom. We have seen hundreds 
of these tiny parrots chattering on the 
roof of an old church, among whose red 
tiles they had their nests. 

The social conditions of the country 
are such as an American cannot readily un- 
derstand—in fact, the mixture of the most 
democratic equality with aristocratic pre- 
tension is very bewildering. There is much 
wealth and culture in Caracas, and more 
than the self-esteem commensurate to k. 
The pure-bred Castilian type ts common, 
and among the ladies a blonde beauty 
mot infrequent. The whole peaple are 
deeply convinced of the dignity of idleness; 
for a person de buena familia’”’ to have 
to work for his living is a degradation. As 
to a lady doing so, however poor she may 
be, it is never thought of—she would lose 
caste forever. This shame of render- 
ing service for pay extends to all 
those a trifle above the pion class; 
Servants wages are low in Venezuela, but 
you have to keep a number of them if you 
wish to be thought a respectable member 
of society. Such a person as our servant 
for general housework” is unknown. Each 
will engage for certain duties only. For 
instance, you engage a boy to wait table, 
clean knives and answer the door bell, 
knocker rather. He will specify carefully 
those items on entering your service, and 
strictly perform the whole duty of man 
on that basis, I‘ke the self-respecting in- 
dividual that he is, but not a thing more, 
unless you ask some small assistance po- 
litely, as a favor, then he will be too 
kindly and courteous to refuse. It is just 
as well not to leave loose change, or emall 
articles of value lying around, for they 
are apt to disapear mysteriously, in which 
case you will say no.hing, for it is useless. 
Per contra, violence and wholesale robbery 
is very rare in Verezuela, being confined 
mainly to politicians, in which respect the 
people have greatly the advantage of us: 
but then the Venezuela politicians pluck 
their country so thoroughly there is 


scarcely a pin feather left for an enter- 
prising foreigner to get hold of, unless be 


can manage to be wronged'“ under the 
shelter of the British flag and so force the 


_Corrupt officials to disgorge a handsome 


indemnity for his benefit. Judging from a 
long experience in Spanish-America an 
American citizen might be picked out of 
the folds of “Old Glory” itself and kicked 
from Caracas to La Guayra, or from Re- 
alejo to San Juan del Sur, without having 
any remedy but to rub himself and ewear; 
if imbued with a strong sense of justice 
he might remember he desired to be kicked 
for ever leaving the United States, and so 
find consolation. Foreigners often say that 
the lower classes of Venezuelans are in- 
solent, perhaps they would do better to 
remark on the total absence of servility 
among them. It is wiser to dwell most on

paper space is limited. 

At a dinner table one day, a Venezue- 
lan general being present, an Englishman 
chanced to say: All this country re- 
quires to insure it the highest degree of 
prceperity is a strong government that 
‘will relentlessly enforce law.“ We Ven- 
ezuelans will never tolerate such a gov- 
ermment,.”’ said the general, very stiffly 
and seriouely. What an astonishing re- 
mark from an educated member of u 
keenly-intelligent race! But there spoke 
truly the anarchical spirft of Spanish- 
America; better the license and disorder 
resulting from governments at once feeble 
and tyrannical than the coercion of justice 
itself. Caracas is the center of the few 
short railroads the country possesses, and 
of its civilization, which thins out and 
grows beautifully less through the thou- 
sands of miles of wild, lovely, uncon- 
quered nature around it, for Venezuela 
has an area of 599,538 equare miles, or 
more than that of any European nation, 
except Russia, and a population not much 
over two hundred thousand, sparsely scat- 
tered amid immense districts never pene- 
trated by human beings. Nor is this de- 
cause they are not habitable. The coast 
towns and low-lying valleys are hot and 
unhealthy, but the country is one of the 
most mountainous in the world, some of 
the peaks rising into the region of eternal 
enow, but not with the- arid bareness of 
the great ‘Andes of Peru. Traveling east 
toward Guiana and in the interior one sees 
the vast ranges stretching away in majes- 
tio loneliness, till leet in distance, clothed 
from base to summit in the richest vege- 
tation. Among those heights are broad 
slopes and plateaus that could raise large 
populations into a clime of bright, eter- 
nal epring. But standing, as I have done. 
on some peak just within the boundaries 
of those mighty solitudes, as much awed 
as admiring, from out the beauty, solem- 
nity and silence there seemed to breathe

Many for- 
eigners have made fortunes in the country, 
government and people are supposed 0 
encourage emigration, but let the stran- 
gers come, and soon they will feel as if 
nature and men conspired in passive re- 
sistence to their efforts. 


What has been said of the climate does 
not apply to Guayana—as the Spaniards 
call it—and immense and little-known_re- 
gion which may be roughly said to in- 
clude all the country between the Orinoco 
and Amazon rivers, and is claimed by 
Brazil, Venezuela, England, France and 
Holland. They can scarcely be said to 
“hold it.“ for boundaries are very uncer- 
tain, and povulations insignificant for the 
area in question. The Handbook of Ameri- 
can Republics” for 1893 assigns 109,000 
square miles to British Guiana. Its capi- 
tal is Georgetown, a hamdsome town near 
the mouth of the Demerara River. So far 
as known, the whole region is a steaming, 
burning land of: enormous fertility, 
threaded in every direction through its 
thousands of miles by the Orinoco and its 
hundreds of tributaries, many of them 
navigable, the Casqulare and Rio Negro 
uniting it with the Amazon. The largest 
wn in Venezuelan Guayana in Ciudad Bol- 
livar, 300 mites from its mouth.
